Reds Use Iran Assassination 


To Stir Up More Turmoil 


Explosive events since the 
assassination of the pre-Western 
Ali Razmara have made Iran an 
even greater danger than ever 
before. 

While he was slain by a member 
of a fanatical religious organiza- 
tion, the Fadayan (Crusaders of 
Islam), the native Communists and 
their Russian agents are making 
the most of the trouble, trying to 
stir up political and economic 
unrest on top of religious strife. 

llussein Ala, who was hurriedly 
named to premiership, is also a 
good friend of the Western Powers, 
especially of the United States. 
He was formerly Iranian ambas- 
sador to Washington, where he 
made many friends, and he handled 
Iran’s case against Soviet Russia. 


Faced with mounting costs in all departments, committments

Coupled with growing costs of operation and salary increases, 
appropriations made at the town meeting for town departments 
was more than $80,000 higher than a year ago. This was offset 
in a large measure by the reduction in sums alloted for the 
special articles. Where a year ago $117,881 was voted for these 
projects only $46,972 was appropriated at the recent town meet- 
ing, a drop of more than $70,000. 


To accomplish this, town officials pared estimates to the 
bone, and townspeople, following suggestions of the finance 
commission and the Andover Taxpayers’ association, refrained 
from submitting articles other than those classed as absolutely 
essential.

Up to now the United States has 
been influential in Persian affairs, 
Three of the Shah’s brothers at- 
tended Harvard, Princeton and 
Michigan university, respectively. 
His sister, Princess Asha, a 
leader in the Iranian Red Cross, 
and the Shah, himself visited 
America in 1949, the first reign- 
ing monarch of the Middle Kast 
ever to come to the U. S. A. Kaz- 
mara’s brother, Reza Razmara, an 
electrical engineer, lives in Bos- 
ton.

Life in Danger 

However, Hussein Ala is not re- 
garded as strong and dynamic as 
the slain Ali Razmara, although 
the stress of events may harden 
him. One of his first tasks must 
be the safeguarding of his own 
life-against religious fanatics, 
Communists and Russian agents. 

Russia has gained by the turmoil 
already created and can make 
further gains if it can keep the 
people and the state apprehensive 
and tumultuous. Stalin now knows 
that he cannot seize Yugoslavia 
or Turkey without war—maybe 
world war. But in the confusion in 
Iran, unless Hussein Ala keep a 
rendezvous with destiny, Stalin 
may grab Persia without advancing 
a single soldier, firing a shot or 
arousing civil war.
